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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended claims 19 and 20. Applicant request Examiner to reconsider the previous Office 
action in view of the present amendment (see Page 9 of the Remarks). However, Examiner respectfully submits that by adding the 
limitations "mobile" (with respect to the devices) and "physically move" (as opposed to "roam"), the amended claims would require 
additional consideration and search. Therefore, the amendment has not been entered. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Accordingly, Examiner maintains his position as stated in previous Office action. In particular, Applicant submits that the prior 
amendment did not necessitate the new grounds of rejection. Examiner notes that the previous amendment included the limitiations 
"enforcing a managed network environment, including at least one of filtering and rewriting data packets". Applicant points to dependent 
claims 30 and 31 to support this position. However, as mentioned by Applicant, claim 30 recites "processing" and claim 31 discloses the 
step of "determining whether to filter (or rewrite) said packets". Examiner respectfully submits that these limitations are different from 
"enforcing", which constitutes not merely "determining", but acting in response to this determination in order to "enforce" it. Accordingly, 
Examiner maintains his position that the Final Office action was necessitated by the previous amendment. 
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
